As a result, laws have been 
passed, substantially in accordance with the recommendations of the Mission, establishing real 
estate and income taxes, instituting a modern budget, treasury and accounting-control system, and 
providing for the conversion of the Banco de la Nacion Boliviana into a central banking institu- 
tion to establish the currency upon a gold standard basis and to reorganize the country’s banking 


(Conversions of Bolivian. currency into United States currency have been made at 36.5 cents boliviano, 
being approximately the present rate of exchange as well as parity to be established by the new currency law.)
